Christopher  Damon  was  the  cadet,  the  program  ran 
eight  weeks,  it  was  designed  to  give  some  young  person  in 
the  community  the  opportunity  to  see,  and  to  learn  about 
law  enforcement  and  the  different  things  that  are  involved 
in  the  duties  of  a  police  officer  and  the  functions  of  a  police 
department.  Enclosed  is  a  report  that  Chris  wrote  after 
completing  his  8  weeks  with  this  department.  The  cadet 
program  may  be  continued  in  the  future. 

This  year  the  police  department  moved  into  a  fine  new 
office  at  the  fire  station,  and  we  would  like  to  extend  a 
special  thank  you  to  Dean  Nixon  for  his  many  hours  hard 
work  and  to  all  the  people  who  helped  make  this  possible. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to 
have  served  as  Chief  of  Police  of  Tamworth.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry 
Department  has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city 
responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names  of 
persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as 
town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town 
or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all 
outside  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by 
issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are 
only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire 
warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest 
fire  organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup 
personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention 
activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted 
in  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the 
United  States  for  the  past  20  years.

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TAMWORTH  RESCUE  SQUAD 
EMERGENCY  SERVICES  REPORT  FOR  1976 

The  past  year  again  proved  to  be  very  busy  for  the 
squad,  with  a  slight  increase  in  calls.  Logging  a  total  of  87 
runs  we  handled  everything  from  false  bomb  threats  to  a 
drowning. 

The  demands  for  greater  sophistication  in  our  work 
and  equipment  increase  every  day.  With  this  in  mind  a 
new  radio  has  been  installed  in  our  truck  which  not  only 
gives  us  communications  with  the  fire  dispatcher  and 
various  law  enforcement  agencies  but  most  important  we 
now  have  direct  communications  with  the  three  area 
hospitals.  The  recent  donation  of  several  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  new  equipment  advances  our  unit  greatly.  One 
item  included  in  this  donation  is  called  a  Cardio  Beeper. 
This  unit  when  attached  to  the  patient  of  suspected  cardiac 
emergencies  will  allow  us  to  transmit  their  EKG  signals 
directly  to  the  hospital.  This  piece  of  equipment  is  so  new 
that  only  Lakes  Region  General  is  able  to  accept  our 
signal.  Soon  even  this  situation  will  be  corrected  with  the 
donation  of  the  receiver  which  matches  our  unit.  This 
receiver  once  approved  by  the  administration  will  be 
placed  in  the  Emergency  Room  of  Memorial  Hospital  in 
North  Conway.  This  anonymous  donation  has  been 
received  by  the  squad  with  the  greatest  appreciation,  such 
that  words  cannot  express. 

New  equipment  and  new  training  techniques  have 
inabled  us  to  become  one  of  the  best  units  in  Carroll 
County.  Being  one  of  the  best  is  a  goal  which  often  seems 
impossible.  The  generosity,  personal  support,  and  words 
of  wisdom  we  have  received  from  all  of  you  makes  all  our 
efforts  worthwhile.  To  all  of  you  we  say  THANK  YOU  for 
without  your  support  The  Tamworth  Rescue  Squad  would 
not  exist.

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THE  TAMWORTH  TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

Tamworth  Town  Planning  Board  has  been  involved  in 
various  phases  of  town  planning  during  1976.  Twelve 
regular  meetings  were  held,  scheduled  for  the  fourth 
Wednesday  evening  of  each  month,  with  public  hearings 
and  work  sessions  as  required. 

Janice  Dearborn  was  appointed,  by  the  Selectmen,  to 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  a  five  year 
term,  thus  filling  the  vacancy  at  the  expiration  of  Lillian 
McGrew's  long  and  faithful  terms  as  a  member  of  the 
Board. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  March  23,  concerning 
the  revision  of  Subdivision  Regulations.  After  careful 
considerations  of  suggestions  made  at  the  Hearing,  the 
Subdivision  Regulations  for  the  Town  of  Tamworth  were 
adopted  May  26, 1976.  Anyone  wishing  a  copy  may  procure 
it  from  the  Town  Clerk  during  office  hours  of  from  the 
Planning  Board  on  meeting  nights. 

Requests  for  subdivision  approvals  were  activated 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year,  many  of  which  were 
designated  under  S.R.  3:12  para.  2,  therefore  not  included 
under  subdivision.  However,  to  be  filed  at  the  Office  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds,  Ossipee  Court  House,  each  plan  must 
be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Planning 
Board  stating  that  Subdivision  Approval  is  not  required. 

Elva  Bickford,  Representative  to  Lakes  Region 
Planning  Commission  and  John  Hidden,  Representative  to 
Tamworth  Conservation  Commission  attended  meetings 
of  these  organizations  and  reported  to  the  Planning  Board. 

As  an  active  member  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission  Tamworth  has  received  many  valuable 
services.  Outstanding  is  the  appointment  of  Mary 
Guariglia,  Assistant  Planner,  to  work  with  the  Planning 
Board  on  the  development  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  for 
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Tamworth.  Miss  Guariglia  has  attended  several  meetings, 
much  ground  work  in  study  maps  has  been  accomplished 
and  plans  for  further  implementation  are  under  way. 

A  series  of  five  lectures  concerning  Municipal  Law 
and  the  Planning  Board  was  sponsored  by  the  Commission 
at  its  offices  in  Meredith.  Richard  Alt  and  Marriette  Ross 
attended  and  the  Planning  Board  gained  some  important 
information  from  their  reports. 

Tamworth  Village  was  chosen  as  one  of  four  town 
centers  for  a  rural  development  study  which  could  apply  to 
other  sections  of  town  and  to  other  communities  of  similar 
size.  The  study  if  sponsored  by  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission  and  W  M  Design  Group,  Inc.  of  Center  Harbor 
was  chosen  for  the  assignment.  Several  meetings  were 
held  at  the  Commission  offices  as  the  plans  for  the  four 
communities  developed,  thus  giving  Town  Officials, 
Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Commission  members 
as  well  as  other  interested  citizens  an  opportunity  to 
participate. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  Kenneth  A.  Brett  School  on 
January  11,  1977,  especially  to  bring  the  plan  to  Tamworth 
citizens  for  their  participation.  Mr.  Mead  emphasized  that 
growth  is  inevitable  and  that  thoughtful  planning  is 
required  now  in  order  to  preserve  the  unique  character  of 
the  Village  with  its  church  spire,  white  buildings,  mean- 
dering Swift  River,  surrounded  by  open  farmlands 
blending  into  the  forest  with  mountain  vistas  beyond. 
Tamworth  will  receive  copies  of  the  completed  project  - 
"Urban  Design  at  Rural  Scale." 

Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  has  also  provided 
assistance  on  two  Public  Works  applications,  one  by  the 
Town  and  another  by  Kenneth  A.  Brett  School.  It  has  given 
valuable  assistance  and  information  concerning  the 
subdivision  revisions,  typed  the  final  draft  and  printed  two 
hundred  copies  and  other  forms;  Updated  the  Townwide 
Base  Map  including  an  enlargement  of  Tamworth  Village 
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Central  Area;  Held  a  Meeting  with  the  Wonalancet 
Preservation  Association  and  always  finds  time  to  answer 
questions  when  one  drops  by  the  offices  in  Meredith.

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1976  REPORT  OF  THE 
TAMWORTH  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  1976  the  Conservation  Commission  has  ac- 
cepted two  gifts  of  land  for  the  Town  of  Tamworth.  One 
from  Denley  Emerson,  a  wetland  area  of  about  five  acres 
on  the  south  side  of  route  25  near  the  Sandwich  town  line. 
Another  from  Katherine  Thompson,  an  additional  two  and 
a  half  acres  adjoining  the  sixteen-acre  tract,  Waterfowl 
Haven,  in  Chocorua  Village,  which  she  gave  the  Town  in 
1971. 

Although  not  the  work  of  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission, mention  should  be  made  here  of  a  160-acre  tract 
of  open  marsh  and  woodland,  not  far  over  the  Tamworth 
line  in  North  Sandwich,  which  has  been  given  to  Audubon 
Society  of  N.H.  by  Charles  Thompson  in  memory  of  Alice 
Bemis  Thompson. 

At  present  focus  of  Conservation  Commission  activity 
is  on  clearing  trails  to  make  its  lands  accessible  to  people. 
The  Trails  Committee,  under  chairmanship  of  Scott 
Aspinall,  has  already  completed  a  trail  around  Jackman 
Pond.  The  trail  around  Black  Spruce  Ponds,  near  White 
Lake,  has  been  marked  for  rerouting  to  keep  it  on  a  drier 
area  than  at  present,  and  to  give  a  better  view  of  the 
ponds,  especially  the  smaller  one.  Up  to  the  present  all 
trail  clearing  has  been  done  by  volunteers,  and  of 
necessity  has  proceeded  slowly.  To  complete  the  work 
needed,  it  is  planned  this  coming  year  to  have  some 
clearing  done  on  a  paid  basis.  To  ensure  townspeople  have 
use  of  town-owned  lands,  signs  will  also  be  needed  and  a 
descriptive  brochure  to  trails. 

The  Commission  is  working  to  acquire  easements  for  a 
greenbelt  along  certain  streams;  some  may  be  donated  to 
the  town,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  some.  At 
present  we  are  working  on  a  small  area  along  Wonalancet 
River,  and  have  already  received  the  offer  of  one 
easement,  with  the  possibility  of  several  more. 
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A  summary  of  responses  to  our  1975  questionnaire  was 
given  out  at  Town  Meeting  in  1976.  This  showed  strong 
encouragement  for  a  greenbelt  along  streams  (Yes  202,  No 
16).  The  success  of  such  a  program,  of  course,  depends  on 
the  owners  of  land  along  the  stream.  So  far  this  program 
has  only  been  started  in  a  small  way. 

The  Commission  has  undertaken  improvement  of  a 
small  area  in  back  of  the  Town  Office  Building  in  Tam- 
worth  Village,  so  that  people  may  sit  there  and  enjoy  the 
surroundings.  Mrs.  Roy  Sturtevant  donated  money  for  two 
sturdy  oak  benches,  which  were  put  there,  and  the  Garden 
Club  with  aid  of  the  Teenagers  has  planted  three  trees  to 
help  frame  the  area,  and  put  in  flowers. 

Two  field  trips  have  been  held  -  one  led  by  forester 
Gibb  Dodge  through  the  Clark  Reserve  owned  by 
Chocorua  Lake  Conservation  Foundation,  and  a  bird  trip 
led  by  Peggy  Damon. 

Nursery  trees  planted  several  years  ago  in  the  field 
above  John  Hidden's  house  were  given  out  to  resicjents  this 
year,  to  plant  within  sight  of  the  road.  56  trees  were 
distributed. 

The  Conservation  Commission,  along  with  the 
Bicentennial  Commission  and  Garden  Club  recommended 
to  the  Town  last  year  a  tree  removal  program  with  an 
appropriation  of  $1,000.  This  has  been  ably  and  satisfac- 
torily carried  out  by  Emery  Roberts. 

Another  activity  was  making  an  inventory  (locations, 
and  slides)  of  all  commercial  signs  in  town  advertising  out 
of  town  businesses,  as  a  reference  to  help  in  enforcement 
of  the  sign  ordinance  passed  at  last  year's  town  meeting. 
There  has  been  only  one  infringement  -  inadvertent  -  of  the 
ordinance;  the  owner  of  a  newly  erected  sign  removed  it 
as  soon  as  requested  to  do  so.  Since  then  sign  owners  af- 
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fected  by  the  ordinance  -  only  thirteen  in  all  -  have  been 
sent  a  copy  of  it.

The  races  are  truly 
unique  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  continue  to  support 
them. 
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Afternoon  ski  lessons,  transportation,  and  equipment 
were  provided  for  all  participating  children  from  the 
Kenneth  A.  Brett  School.  The  Outing  Club  also  helped  to 
defray  the  cost  of  a  season's  pass  to  Mount  Whittier  for 
junior  Outing  Club  Members. 

The  Christmas  tree  lights  were  hung  on  the  Kenneth  A. 
Brett  memorial  tree  in  Tamworth  and  were  beautiful  to 
see  driving  by. 

Thanks  to  the  fire  department  and  John  Hidden,  the 
town  skating  rink  was  flooded  and  maintained.  The  rink 
seemed  to  get  good  use. 

Tamworth  is  a  small  and  beautiful  town  that  does  a 
great  deal  more  than  most  communities  for  its  young  and 
those  willing  to  be  involved.  We  are  proud  to  be  a  part  of 
this  tradition  and  we  thank  our  supporters,  especially  the 
Tamworth  Foundation  without  whom  our  recreational 
program  would  not  be  possible.

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COOK  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

The  Bicentennial  year  of  1976  was  celebrated  at  the 
Cook  Memorial  Library  by  a  record-breaking  4392  visits 
from  our  patrons  who  utilized  the  services  offered  by  the 
library  and  borrowed  6835  (a  new  high  also!)  books, 
magazines  and  records. 

We  participated  in  the  Bicentennial  4th  of  July  parade 
and,  in  keeping  with  the  historical  mood  and  at  the  same 
time  maintaining  a  library  demeanor,  we  entered  a  float 
depicting  a  Tamworth  Social  Library  setting  with  Parson 
Samuel  Hidden  convincingly  portrayed  by  his 
distinguished  descendant,  Bill  Hidden.  The  Social  Library 
(one  of  the  earliest  in  the  state)  was  founded  in  1796  by 

Reverend  Hidden  in  our  small  and,  at  that  time,  wilder- 
ness village. 

In  further  observation  of  our  country's  200th  birthday, 
the  Cook  Memorial  Library  and  the  Chocorua  Library 
combined  to  fund  the  duplication  of  the  hundreds  of  old 
photographs  and  post  cards  loaned  by  the  many  members 
of  the  community  to  the  Committee  working  on  the 
Bicentennial  booklet,  "Tamworth  Recollections."  Each 
library  now  has  a  collection  of  these  fascinating  and 
historically  valuable  pictures  for  the  benefit  of  all  library 
patrons. 

In  addition,  thanks  to  the  Tamworth  Bicentennial 
Commission,  each  library  will  have  a  collection  of 
cassettes  of  oral  history  as  spoken  by  our  own  towns- 
people. These  cassettes  were  taped  and  used  by  the 
Cultural  Heritage  Committee  in  writing  the  Bicentennial 
booklet,  "Tamworth  Recollections."  Eventually  these 
tapes  (which  have  not  yet  been  duplicated)  will  be  loaned 
to  responsible  patrons  in  the  same  manner  you  borrow  a 
book.  We  are  also  adding  to  this  collection  by  taping 
historical  or  newsworthy  events  of  the  community  as  they 
occur. 

Our  sincere  thanks  go  once  more  to  our  loyal  and  hard- 
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working  threesome  who  weed  and  catalog  throughout  the 
year.  Appreciation  also  is  given  to  the  Garden  Club  for  the 
colorful  flowers  in  the  window  boxes.  We  are  grateful  to 
Ellen  Eldridge  and  her  Friends  of  the  Library  for  the 
picture  wheel  which  displays  so  compactly  and  effectively 
the  duplicates  of  old  pictures  mentioned  above  and  to 
Mabel  Hidden  who  made  the  cassette  tape  which  provides 
a  running  commentary  for  the  viewer  of  the  picture  wheel. 
We  also  want  to  thank  Ellen  Eldridge  and  the  Friends  of 
the  Library  for  their  generous  financial  donation  (from  a 
legacy  they  received)  to  our  building  fund. 

Our  children's  section  was  enhanced  at  Christmas 
time  by  the  gift  of  a  lollipop  tree  from  a  faithful  friend.  Our 
plea  for  a  vacuum  cleaner  was  answered  immediately  by 
an  anonymous  donor.  The  same  person  also  gave  the 
Library  a  slide  projector.  The  library  now  houses  a 
collection  of  slides  of  Tamworth's  own  Bicentennial  of  1966 
(A  gift  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce)  and  we  hope  to 
increase  our  collection  of  slides  for  use  by  the  community 
and  for  historical  and  research  purposes.  The  slide 
projector,  as  well  as  the  slides,  will  be  loaned  out  to 
responsible  community  groups  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
town  movie  projector,  speakers  and  screen  -  by  contacting 
Trustee  Bernard  Ulitz  for  reservations.  During  the  past 
year,  the  movie  projector  was  borrowed  15  times  by  10 
different  groups.  We  also  warmly  acknowledge  the  many 
wonderful  gifts  of  books,  paperbacks,  magazines, 
newspapers,  financial  donations  and  memorials  from 
residents  and  visitors  in  the  community. 

Our  displays  during  this  year  included  the  Tamworth 
Historical  Society's  loan  of  some  of  the  original  volumes  of 
the  old  Tamworth  Social  Library,  the  oil  paintings  and 
woodcuts  of  local  Tamworth  scenes  by  Willey  Fromm,  the 
watercolors  of  Tamworth  winter  views  by  Herb  Damon, 
two  different  showings  of  watercolors  (Tamworth  in 
Winter  and  Bahrein  Island)  by  Kit  Semmes,  an  exhibit  of 
artifacts  from  Tamworth's  own  Bicentennial  of  1966  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  an  enameling  display  by  Eleanor 
Olton  and  Mildred  Jones,  a  beautifully  framed  edition  of 
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an  ornamental  print  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  by 
a  Welsh  group  and  loaned  to  us  by  the  well  traveled  Bill 
Fennell  of  Conway,  an  array  and  sale  of  the  four  Tarn- 
worth  Bicentennial  Booklets. 

The  Trustees  and/ or  Librarian  had  another  busy 
year  attending  State  Library  Book  Displays,  N.H.  State 
Library  meetings,  District  Advisory  Council  Meetings, 
Bearcamp  Neighborhood  Library  gatherings  and  monthly 
Library  Board  of  Trustees  meetings.  Your  librarian 
completed  two  more  courses  at  Plymouth  College  - 
"Services  for  Adults  and  Young  Adults"  and  "Audio 
Visual  in  the  Public  Library."  Trustee  Betsy  Watt  directed 
another  well  attended  and  well  received  summer  story 
hour.  In  October  we  held  our  second  successful  book  sale 
(moved  to  the  cellar  due  to  extremely  inclement  weather) 
under  the  leadership  of  Trustee  Alexandra  Cook.  Our 
monthly  calendar  of  events  is  posted  on  the  Library  door 
and  at  the  Post  Office  bulletin  board  as  a  community 
service.  We  urge  all  organizations  and  committees  to  use 
this  as  a  means  of  public  announcement  and  to  avoid 
conflicts  in  schedules  by  contacting  Trustee  Bernard  Ulitz. 
For  the  benefit  of  the  public,  a  listing  of  all  new  books  are 
posted  in  the  Reporter  Press,  in  Mabel  Hidden's  Tarn- 
worth  column  in  the  Carroll  County  Independent,  on  the 
Tamworth  Post  Office  Bulletin  Board  and  at  the  Library. 

Cook  Memorial  Library  was  used  as  a  meeting  room 
60  times  this  past  year  by  10  different  committee  groups. 
Reservations  for  the  facilities  may  be  made  by  responsible 
community  groups  by  calling  Trustee  Bernard  Ulitz.  We 
wish  to  advise,  however,  that  due  to  fire  hazard,  no 
smoking  is  permitted. 

Chocorua,  Madison  and  Cook  Memorial  Library  joined 
in  sponsoring  a  drama  reading  group  for  the  teenagers 
from  the  two  towns  to  be  directed  by  theater-minded  local 
citizens.  Betsy  Watt  is  our  Trustee  representative  for  this 
activity. 
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For  our  patrons  interested  in  Tamworth  and  New 
Hampshire's  early  history,  we  have  collected  (with  the  aid 
of  Tamworth  Historical  Society  and  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Library)  38  of  the  40  volumes  of  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Papers  -  a  most  valuable  historical  research  tool. 

Again  this  year  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library 
awarded  our  Library  a  Certificate  of  Merit  for  meeting  the 
minimum  qualifications  as  a  member  of  the  Statewide 
Library  Development  Program. 

In  conclusion  your  library  welcomes  all  pre-school 
classes,  provides  New  Hampshire  State  films  for  com- 
munity groups,  offers  Large  Print  books,  Talking  Books 
and  cassettes  for  the  visually  handicapped,  issues 
Statewide  Library  cards  for  borrowers  in  good  standing. 
In  1976  we  borrowed  3,102  books  from  the  State  Book- 
mobile to  supplement  our  own  collection,  bought  or  were 
gifted  with  265  books,  requested  295  books  from  individual 
requests  on  Inter-Library  loan,  lent  Brett  School  811  State 
books  as  well  as  many  of  our  own. 

The  Cook  Memorial  Library  is  open  on  Wednesdays 
from  1:30  to  5:00  and  7:00  to  9:00  P.M.  and  on  Saturdays 
from  1:15  to  4:45  P.M.  The  Telephone  number  is  323-8510. 
We  urge  everyone,  young  and  old,  to  come  in  and  browse 
through  our  collection  of  books,  paperbacks,  magazines, 
newspapers,  records  and  (in  the  near  future)  cassettes. 
There  is  something  for  everyone's  taste  and,  if  we  do  not 
have  the  material  you  need,  we  shall  make  every  effort  to 
obtain  it.  Your  suggestions  and  recommendations  are 
indeed  welcome  for  we  are  continually  working  to  improve 
the  library,  its  services  and  collections  to  fit  the  needs  of 
our  community  and  all  of  its  citizens.

To  the  Tarn  worth  Public: 

As  in  past  years,  this  second  letter  reports 
appropriations  for  the  coming  year — somewhat  repetiti- 
ously,  since  needs  recur  and  plans  were  mentioned  in  the 
August  letter. 

Income  from  trust  funds,  $32,044.42,  fell  slightly  from 
the  previous  year,  but  annual  and  memorial  gifts  brought 
the  total  to  $36,455.65.  Administrative  expenses  (chiefly  for 
these  letters)  were  $255.96,  and  by  Miss  Wilson's  will 
$2,734.52  went  to  her  surviving  sister.  Mrs.  Whittemore's 
bequest  yielded  $8,886.04  to  the  Community  Nurse 
Association,  $5,172.21  to  the  Chocorua  Library,  and  the 
Runnells  Fund  brought  a  further  $300.44  to  Runnells  Hall. 
All  other  appropriations  came  from  annual  gifts  and  from 
income  from  the  common  trust,  which  includes  Miss 
Wilson's  legacy  and  the  many  bequests  and  memorial  gifts 
of  nearly  forty  years,  our  invaluable  resource.  These 
appropriations  were  listed  in  the  last  letter:  to  the  school 
and  Tamworth  libraries,  to  the  swimming  and  skiing 
programs,  to  the  older  and  intermediate  baseball  teams, 
to  the  Arts  Council  and  Runnells  Hall  for  equipment  (both 
minor  gifts),  and  notably  to  two  splendid  causes,  the 
Rescue  Squad  and  the  Pre-School.  All  or  most  of  these 
causes  have  other  sources  of  support,  though  that  from  the 
Foundation  is  essential.  The  human  effort  that  goes  into 
them  is  their  main  glory,  and  a  glory  of  this  town.  As  was 
also  noted,  a  loan  to  the  Historical  Society  made  possible  a 
second  printing  of  Marjorie  Harkness's  The  Tamworth 
Narrative.  A  further  $4,000  was  already  paid  toward  the 
renovation  of  the  Town  House.  The  total  of  all  these 
expenses  was  $32,689.17,  which  allowed  a  saving  of 
$3,537.31  toward  the  next  big  project,  presently  the  Town 
House.  As  we  keep  saying,  it  is  our  effort  to  keep  putting 
some  money  aside,  before  and  after,  for  such  innovations, 
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and  to  balance  the  claims  of  both  the  present  and  the 
future. 

Much  planning,  needless  to  say,  has  gone  into  the 
renovation  of  the  ancient  Town  House,  originally  Parson 
Hidden's  Meeting  House  near  Ordination  Rock,  moved  to 
its  present  site  in  1852 — a  fit  bicentennial  project. 
Deepening  of  the  basement  to  accommodate  the  Teen-Age 
Center  proved  very  expensive,  and  the  final  plan  looks  to 
the  two  present  floors  and  to  removing  the  Police  Office  to 
the  enlarged  Fire  House.  Our  past  contribution  went  to 
that  sensible  and  practical  change.  Exterior  and  interior 
appearance,  interior  stairs,  running  water,  toilets, 
facilities  for  simple  cooking,  and  larger  available  space 
will  be  the  main  changes.  It  was  a  good  idea  of  the  Town 
Meeting  to  put  someone  in  charge  of  use  of  the  house  by 
various  groups,  and  Betsy  Watt  is  a  happy  choice.  The 
Town,  the  Bicentennial  Committee,  and  the  Teen-Age 
Center  have  each  contributed  $5,000;  the  Foundation 
$20,000,  including  the  $4,000  already  paid.  The  change  is 
long  overdue,  out  of  regard  both  to  that  splendid  building 
and  to  its  usefulness.  Though  the  future  cannot  be  foreseen 
the  past  will  surely  count  increasingly  in  it.  Further 
contributions  have  been  made,  of  $5,000  to  the 
extraordinary  and  uniquely  valuable  Pre-School,  $500  to 
the  Rescue  Squad,  $1,000  this  year  to  the  skiing  program 
for  its  increasing  popularity  and  expense,  $750  toward  new 
curtains  in  the  school  auditorium,  $200  each  to  the  school 
and  Tarn  worth  libraries.  Other  needs  will  doubtless 
appear. 


Generous  human  efforts  enhance  life  in  many 
towns — they  are  among  the  best  American  traits — and  the 
Foundation  is  only  one  of  them.  But  partly  by  the  founders' 
foresight  (those  memorable  people),  even  more  by 
response  over  the  years  to  this  vehicle  of  good  for  the  town, 
it  has  become  a  local  institution.  Gifts  to  it  remain 
important  and  very  welcome.  Tax-deductible,  they  should 
go  to  Charles  T.  Gallagher,  Treasurer,  Tamworth  03886. 
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This  letter,  the  first  in  many  years  not  duplicated  and 
mailed  by  Whip  Farnum,  carries  old  regard  for  him.

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1976  ANNUAL  REPORT 

TAMWORTH  AMERICAN  REVOLUTION 

BICENTENNIAL  COMMISSION,  INC. 

After  months  of  preparation  the  Tamworth  Bicenten- 
nial Commission  began  the  observance  of  the  200th 
anniversary  of  the  American  Revolution  with  six 
town-wide  events  in  1975.  There  followed  through  1976  a 
rapid  succession  of  events  and  projects  which  involved 
most  of  the  citizens  of  Tamworth  and  many  summer 
residents.  The  record  of  these  happenings  is  fully  and 
interestingly  reported  in  The  Celebration  Booklet. 

Briefly,  the  1976  festivities  included  a  concert  series,  a 
Bicentennial  Festival  Dinner  on  Washington's  Birthday, 
the  signing  of  a  scroll  to  be  taken  to  Philadelphia  by 
Conestoga  Wagon  as  part  of  the  national  bicentennial 
celebration,  a  luncheon  for  visitors  from  Tamworth, 
Australia,  a  pet  show,  a  festival  of  lights  on  Chocorua  Lake 
and  the  erection  in  replica  of  a  section  of  the  early  Town 
Pound.  The  ecumenical  service,  held  indoors  because  of 
rain,  was  nonetheless  moving  as  friends  and  neighbors 
thronged  the  Congregational  Church.  The  Bicentennial 
also  produced  three  remarkable  publications  dealing  with 
aspects  of  the  town's  history:  Parson  Samuel  Hidden, 
Tamworth  Recollections,  and  If  Walls  Could  Speak. 
Artistically  Tamworth's  past  was  celebrated  in  various 
ways  -  a  commemorative  medal,  a  blue  glass  plaque,  a 
showing  of  objects  entitled  "Tamworth  Heritage"  and  the 
superb  Bicentennial  quilt  which  has  been  given  to  the 
town.  And,  finally,  it  endowed  Tamworth's  future  with  a 
beautifully  renovated  Meeting  House,  the  planting  of  trees 
in  several  parts  of  town,  and  the  initiation  of  a  scholarship 
program  for  Tamworth's  young  people. 

As  we  conclude  the  year  there  are  a  few  ends  to  be  tied 
up.  Our  largest  project  -  renovation  of  the  Meeting  House  - 
is  almost  complete,  and  will  be  dedicated  on  Washington's 
Birthday  of  1977.  Another  group  of  graduates  will  be 
awarded  Bicentennial  scholarships  in  the  spring  of  the 
year.  And,  last,  a  time  capsule  will  be  sealed  in  the  old 
town     vault     containing     the     record     of     Tamworth's 
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Bicentennial  observances  and  the  greetings  of  those  now 
living  to  their  successors  who  will  celebrate  the  nation's 
Tricentennial  in  2076. 

In  1976  receipts  were  $42,041.55,  disbursements 
$29,095.53,  leaving  a  cash  balance  of  $12,946.02.  Over  the 
entire  period  of  the  Commission's  activity  from  Oct.  1, 
1974,  to  Dec.  31,  1976,  receipts  were  $45,267.87, 
disbursements  $32,321.85,  leaving  a  cash  balance,  as  above 
noted,  of  $12,946.92.  This  cash  balance  is  adequate  to  cover 
foreseeable  expenses  in  1977,  chief  of  which  of  course  is  the 
Meeting  House.  The  Tamworth  Bicentennial  (aside  from 
the  Meeting  House  project)  was  financed  from  four 
sources:  the  Town  of  Tamworth  voted  $950;  revenue 
projects  such  as  medals  and  publications  raised  a  net  of 
more  than  $4800;  the  State  of  N.  H.  gave  $1000;  and  private 
individuals  and  organizations  contributed  about  $5500. 

The  Meeting  House  project  received  $5000  from  the 
Bicentennial  Commission.  The  Teen  Center  Building  Fund 
contributed  $5000  and  the  Town  of  Tamworth  $5000.  The 
Tamworth  Foundation  has  committed  $23,800  to  the 
project  -  $3,800  more  than  the  amount  pledged  at  the  time 
of  the  1976  Town  Meeting.  Total  cost  of  the  project, 
including  $4000  paid  over  for  the  new  quarters  for  the 
Police  Department,  will  come  to  approximately  $38,800, 
although  at  this  writing  final  bills  have  not  been  received. 

The  Tamworth  Bicentennial  could  only  have 
succeeded  with  the  devoted  and  effective  effort  of  many, 
many  of  its  citizens.  To  all  of  you  we  say  "thank  you".

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THE  TAMWORTH  SUMMER 
ENRICHMENT  PROGRAM 

The  Tamworth  Summer  Enrichment  Program  had 
another  successful  summer  in  '76  -  its  ninth  year.  TSEP,  a 
program  of  activities  for  children  aged  7-15  years, 
operates  with  the  idea  that  kids  can  have  fun  both  learning 
from  and  participating  in  activities  of  their  choosing.  The 
program  runs  three  days  a  week  for  seven  weeks  at  the 
Kenneth  A.  Brett  School  playground.  The  Program  also 
offers  a  number  of  outside  trips  to  provide  for  a  balanced 
experience. 

Enrollment  reached  148  children  registered  this  past 
summer,  while  attendance  averaged  60-75  children  per 
day.  In  our  pre-school  hour  (Friday  morning),  we  had  23 
children  registered  with  an  attendance  average  of  11  kids. 

We  tried  to  offer  a  field  trip  of  some  kind  every 
day. ...such  trips  included  ones  to  the  Tamworth  Historical 
Society,  the  Volvo  International  Tennis  Tournament,  the 
Squam  Lakes  Science  Center,  Backstage  at  the  Barn- 
stormers as  well  as  mountain  climbs  and  bike  hikes.  At  the 
Brett  School,  we  offered  arts  and  crafts,  tumbling,  tennis, 
baseball,  puppetry  among  others.  In  between  our 
numerous  planned  activities  were  games  of  capture-the- 
flag,  treasure  hunts,  frisbee  baseball,  tether  ball  or  any 
impromptu  games  that  the  kids  wanted  to  play. 

As  a  special  activity,  we  were  visited  by  The  Little 
Red  Wagon,  a  children's  puppet  and  theater  group  from 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  We  also  had  an  over- 
night camping  trip  at  the  CCC  camp  on  Fowler's  Mill 
Road.  As  an  added  attraction,  our  artistic  talents  were 
twice  called  on  to  produce  posters,  once  for  the  Chocorua 
Library  Story  Hour  and  once  for  the  Firemen's  Ball.  Both 
organizations  offered  prizes  for  our  posters,  and  they 
indeed  got  the  posters  while  TSEP  participants  got  the 
prizes. 

We  concluded  TSEP  Summer  with  our  annual  picnic 
and  swimming  outing  at  the  Lower  Falls  on  the  Kan- 
camagus,  and  our  track  &  field  day  (sack  races,  long 
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jumping,  three-legged  races,  etc.).  We  invited  parents  and 
friends  on  the  final  day  to  see  a  magnificent  tumbling 
exhibition  and  puppet  show  and  to  help  us  with  our  bake 
sale. 

The  program  boasted  a  very  competent  staff  again 
this  year.  Cassie  Meanly  lead  a  large  group  of  tumbling 
enthusiasts.  In  Arts  and  Crafts,  Sherri  Welch  had  kids  tie- 
dying  tee  shirts,  making  checker  games,  doing  macrame 
and  making  candles  (to  name  a  few  projects).  Sherri  also 
ran  the  Friday  morning  pre-school  group.  Susan  Green 
lead  all  the  bike  hikes,  one  of  which  was  an  all-day  trip  to 
Cold  River  in  Sandwich.  Peter  Ames,  the  assistant 
director,  headed  up  the  sports  program.  He  taught  tennis 
and  baseball.... and  helped  train  children  for  a  track  meet 
in  Conway.  Kay  Hanson,  the  director,  spent  July  offering 
treasure  hunts  and  mapping,  and  August  making  puppets 
and  preparing  a  puppet  show. 

Our  Active  Junior  Leaders  included  Brian  Hughes, 
Randy  Remick,  Denise  Jones,  Lynda  Wheeler  and  Brenda 
Whiting. 

One  of  our  most  faithful  volunteers  was  Perce  Olton 
who  climbed  every  Friday  with  the  3000-footer  mountain 
group.  Other  helpful  volunteers  included  Betsy  Loughran, 
Frannie  and  Bill  Rich,  John  and  Barbara  Gribbel,  Ann 
Rogers,  Ronnie  Goodheart,  Sherry  Hadden,  Priscilla 
Whiting,  Elizabeth  Lloyd,  Connie  Hughes,  and  Jan 
Dearborn. 

A  special  thanks  goes  out  to  the  Tamworth  Historical 
Society  and  to  the  Barnstormers  for  our  special  tours,  and 
a  most  heartfelt  thank  you  to  all  those  who  have  supported 
us  with  money  and  materials.  All  of  you  have  helped  make 
our  program  a  success  once  again.

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REPORT  OF  C  &  Y  PROJECT 

We  are  submitting  an  article  in  the  Tamworth  Town 
Warrant  again  this  year  for  rent  of  clinic  and  office  space. 
The  North  Conway  Children  and  Youth  Project  is  sup- 
plying comprehensive  health  care  to  qualifying  children  in 
the  area. 

Last  year  when  we  submitted  our  article,  we  didn't 
know  what  the  exact  rent  would  be.  This  year  we  are 
already  renting  space  in  the  "Old  Memorial  Hospital", 
and  know  the  cost. 

There  were  586  children  from  333  families  enrolled  in 
the  C&Y  Project  as  of  Dec.  1st,  1976.  These  children  come 
from  nine  towns:  The  distribution  in  towns  is: 

Albany  17  Children 

Bartlett  84 

Chatham  1 

Conway  354 

Eaton  13 

Freedom  14 

Jackson  18 

Madison  35 

Tamworth  50 

We  have  asked  each  town  for  an  amount  equaling 
approximately  $6.00  per  child  enrolled  from  their  town. 
These  figures  change  from  year  to  year  because: 

1.  Families  move  from  town  to  town 

2.  More  parents  may  be  out  of  work  one  year  than  another 

3.  Morejfamilies  are  finding  us  who  need  our  services 
There  are  two  types  of  families  enrolled: 

1.  With  a  card  -  These  are  families  who  because  of  income 
and  number  in  family  qualify  to  have  their  medical  and 
dental  care  paid  for.  Plus  they  receive  health  care 
through  weekly  clinics  and  the  services  of  the 
nutritionist,  social  worker,  and  nurses. 
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2.  Without  a  card  -  These  families  do  not  have  medical 
care  paid  for,  but  do  receive  health  care  through  the 
weekly  clinics  and  the  services  of  the  nutritionist,  social 
worker,  and  nurses.  If  you  have  any  questions,  we 
would  be  glad  to  answer  them,  if  we  could  be  informed 
of  when  the  budget  committee  is  discussing  our  article. 
We  would  be  glad  to  have  someone  there.  We  also  would 
welcome  visitors  at  our  clinic  on  Tuesday  mornings,  or 
any  other  time. 


I  am  enclosing  a  breakdown  of  the  amounts  of  money 
spent  in  this  area  on  the  enrolled  children,  and  a  pamphlet 
describing  the  C&Y  Project.

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RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

From  the  beginning  the  aim  of  the  Recreation 
Department  has  been  to  provide  a  program  that  would 
fulfill  the  Webster  Dictionary  definition  of  recreation: 
"refreshment  of  strength  and  spirits  after  toil,  a  diversion, 
play"  for  as  many  people  as  possible  in  Tamworth.  The 
values  of  recreation  are  as  varied  as  the  many 
recreational  activities  and  they  may  come  in  the  form  of 
physical  and-or  mental  benefits.  To  those  seeking 
relaxation  from  work  or  studies,  recreation  may  mean 
physical  exercise  whether  it  be  perfecting  a  sport  or 
putting  oneself  in  good  physical  shape.  It  may  mean 
learning  a  craft  or  relaxing  with  friends  over  a  game  of 
cards  or  chess;  or  it  may  be  a  means  for  a  new  comer  to 
the  community,  to  make  new  friends.  No  recreation 
program  is  able  to  satisfy  the  requests  of  every  single 
member  of  a  community  nor  can  it  match  the  values  once 
provided  for  by  the  family  but  the  structure  of  our  society 
has  changed  greatly.  Now  in  families  that  once  worked 
and  played  together  we  find  both  parents  working,  often 
different  shifts,  nights,  etc.  We  find  schools  operating  on 
double  sessions  returning  students  home  at  lunch  time  and 
not  late  in  the  afternoon.  It  is  with  these  social  changes  in 
mind  and  with  the  overall  philosophy  to  give  healthy 
participant  enjoyment  that  our  programs  are  planned.  Of 
course,  our  facilities  and  budget  seem  limited  in 
comparison  to  those  of  our  neighboring  communities  but  it 
is  amazing  how  many  activities  can  be  planned  utilizing 
our  abundant  natural  resources  and  existing  local 
facilities. 

Shortly  after  Town  Meeting  last  March  the  warm 
weather  arrived  and  a  spring  program  heavy  with  outdoor 
activities  evolved.  There  were  tennis  clinics  for  the  young, 
the  teens,  and  the  adults.  Mountain  climbs  took  place 
weekly  and  most  peaks  in  the  area  were  reached.  Some 
easier  climbs  were  for  all  ages  while  more  difficult  climbs 
were  limited  to  the  more  experienced.  Early  morning  bird 
walks  led  weekly  by  then  Asst.  Recreation  Director  Eric 
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Kuhn  enabled  many  to  enjoy  the  spring  migrations.  The 
Teen  Center  continued  its  trips  to  North  Conway  for 
bowling  and  swimming,  went  fishing  in  area  lakes  and 
streams,  played  tennis,  softball  and  volleyball,  picked  up 
trash  along  town  roads,  took  trips  to  the  ocean,  held  car 
washes,  helped  with  gardening  chores  behind  the  new 
Town  Offices  and  turned  out  well  to  hear  their  guest 
speaker  the  head  of  the  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse  Programs 
in  N.H.  The  weekly  craft  group  continued  in  the  Meeting 
House  and  the  Friday  afternoon  card  and  social  time  for 
senior  citizens  was  re-introduced  with  the  disappearance 
of  icy  weather. 

A  Memorial  Day  Doubles  Tennis  Tournament 
climaxed  the  spring  program  and  raised  enough  money  to 
purchase  an  outdoor  volleyball  net.  The  lengthening 
twilight  hours  of  summer  enabled  our  program  to  include 
early  evening  soccer,  volleyball,  and  softball  on  a  weekly 
basis  for  adults  and  teens.  A  Diet  Club  was  started  with  the 
help  of  Community  Nurse  Ginnie  Damon.  Sailing  on  Lake 
Chocorua  and  swimming  at  White  Lake  were  introduced 
for  the  teens.  Thanks  to  a  letter  from  the  N.H.  Dept.  of 
Resources  and  Economic  Development  authorizing  free 
access  to  most  N.H.  State  Parks,  the  White  Lake 
swimming  was  free  as  was  a  trip  up  the  aerial  tramway  on 
Cannon  Mt.  in  Franconia  Notch.  The  adult  tennis  clinics 
became  so  crowded  that  they  were  broken  down  into  three 
hourly  groups  that  met  twice  weekly.  The  teens 
distinguished  themselves  by  winning  a  ribbon  for  their 
float  in  the  4th  of  July  parade  depicting  teen  life  in  1776. 

A  weekly  story  hour  was  held  at  Cook  Memorial 
Library  for  three  to  six  year  olds.  Summer  trips  included  a 
marvelous  day  at  the  Volvo  Tennis  Tournament  where 
twelve  matches  and  most  of  the  top  entries  were  viewed, 
another  trip  to  the  ocean  for  the  teens  and  a  great  day  in 
Boston  which  combined  a  trip  to  the  North  End  and  a 
second  Red  Sox  game. 

Inter-community    events    planned    at    the    monthly 
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Recreation  Director  meetings  included  a  Bowling  meet,  a 
track  meet  at  Kennett,  a  swimming  meet  at  Duncan  Lake 
in  Ossipee  and  an  Ice  Bowl  in  Ossipee. 

With  the  renovation  of  the  Meeting  House  beginning  in 
late  Sept.,  the  fall  program  had  to  be  flexible.  The  craft 
group  journeyed  to  the  Watt  home  in  Wonalancet  each 
Wednesday  morning  to  work  on  fall  and  Christmas 
creations  from  mostly  natural  materials.  Linda  Wheeler 
was  most  helpful  as  a  babysitter  during  these  mornings. 
Thanks  to  George  Beckwith,  Jeff  Brothers,  and  Joel 
Streeter  a  six  week  Hunter  Safety  course  was  made 
available  to  the  teens.  This  was  most  beneficial  for  the 
would  be  hunters  and  saved  their  parents  a  drive  to 
Conway.  The  Senior  citizens  took  turns  entertaining  the 
card  group  at  their  homes  each  Friday  afternoon  until  the 
weather  and  poor  road  conditions  brought  a  postponement 
until  spring.  Outdoor  tennis  clinics  were  held  through 
Thanksgiving.  They  then  moved  to  the  Mt.  Washington 
Valley  Racquet  Club  where  Hamel  Real  Estate  and  the 
Club  made  the  courts  available  to  young  people  free  of 
charge.  Unfortunately  a  fire  gutted  the  Racquet  Club.  The 
Teens  saw  many  appropriate  movies  in  the  area  and  were 
v/elcomed  at  an  Actor's  Lab  sponsored  by  the  Chocorua, 
Tamworth  and  Madison  Libraries.  On  Halloween  they 
went  trick  or  treating  for  the  Del  Covey  fund.  Volly  ball 
and  basketball  continued  to  be  held  in  the  school  gym  and 
swimming,  bowling  and  skating  jaunts  continued  to  North 
Conway.  The  Bearcamp  Valley  Youth  Basketball  League 
for  children  aged  9-12  was  started  in  October.  Tamworth 
produced  two  boys  teams  and  one  girls  team.  The  boys' 
heavy  schedule  consisted  of  two  games  per  team  per  week 
while  the  girls  played  one  game  a  week.  My  thanks  to 
Steve  Lafavore,  David  Wheeler,  Ginnie  Eldridge,  M.  Ulitz, 
Brian  Chase  and  Merry  Fortier  for  their  help  with  the 
teams ;  to  the  parents  who  faithfully  drove  their  children  to 
games  and  practices ;  to  the  Brett  School  for  allowing  us  to 
squeeze  into  the  gym's  already  busy  schedule;  and  to  the 
various  teens  who  filled  in  an  referees,  score  keepers, 
timers,  etc.  With  the  arrival  of  the  ski  season,  adult  ski 
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days  and  help  with  the  non-skiers  program  in  the  Brett 
School  began  once  more. 

The  Selectmen  decided  that  the  Recreation  Director 
would  be  in  charge  of  scheduling  the  requests  for  use  of  the 
Meeting  House.  With  the  renovations  completed  it 
becomes  an  ideal  spot  for  group  gatherings.  All  groups  are 
responsible  for  leaving  the  building  in  the  same  condition 
that  they  found  it. 

The  year  has  been  a  full  one  and  I  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  all  those  who  have  supported  the  programs  in  so 
many  ways.  It  is  such  generosity  and  enthusiasm  that 
makes  the  people  of  this  community  so  unique.
